The United States is unwilling 
to accept these terms, and unless 
the Soviet Union modifies its posi- 
tion it is believed the proposal is 
virtually dead.

Molotov has indicated that this is 
the final Soviet word. 

WORLD PRAISE

(2) The charge concerns Dr. Op- 
penheimer’s attitude and actions 
in-respectto the development of 
the hydrogen bomb. These charges 
are far more since rey 
amount to a suggestion that Dr. 
Oppenheimer had in recent years 
been engaged in quietly sabotag- 
ing the development of the hydro- 
gen bomb in the. United States. 

As a matter of fact, the A.E.C.’s 
General Advisory Committee; of 
which he was chairman, expressed 
“unanimous opposition’’ to the *ini- 
tration of -a--toppriority~ program 
for the thermonuclear weapon, one 
of the reasons beige that ‘‘such a 
program might weaken rather than 
strengthen the position of the 
United States.’’ 

Dr, Oppenheimer and his col- 
leagues were, of course, overruled 
by President Truman with the sup 
port of Secretary Acheson. 

A sharp line has to be drawn 
and kept constantly in mind be- 
tween an error ef judgment and 
sabotage or espionage. It is es- 
sential that there is to be no impli- 
cation of disloyalty because a scien- 
tist expresses his honest opinion, 
which later turns out to be un- 
popular or erroneous. This would 
be the surest way to stultify free 
expression and would be disastrous 
to the security of our country. 

The Oppenheimer ‘case is now 
in the hands of an able panel of 
A.E.C.'s Personne! Security Board, 
headed by Gordon Gray,—former 
Secretary of the Army. No matter 
what the decision of the panel, the 
nation can have confidence that 
the case is being considered by 
men of experience, judgment and 
integrity.

7. Complete care of an -orphan 
for a day can be provided for only 
50 cents. 

Glenn said there are 100,000 chil- 
dren in Korea who lost both par- 
ents in the war—and only 40,900

where it will do the most good,”
